The news that the Canada Cup tournament 
isto be played in Britain this year seems to have 
been received with universal satisfaction, though 
many may be hearing about it for the first time,

In the intervals he stops for 
a game of golf and js q mem- 
ber, among other clubs, of the 
Royal and Ancient and of Burn- 
ing Tree, Washington, where 
the President habitually plays. 

HOPKINS'S CONVICTION 

It is Mr Hopkins's conviction 
that nothing brings pcople 
cioser together than playing golf 
with one another and, with this 
in mind, ho founded the Inter- 
national Golf Agsociation to put 
his ideas into practice. To run 
the Canada Cup tournament, 
bringing ihe two top playcrs 
from nations all over the world, 
costs about 100,000 dollars and 
this he personally raises each 
year, . 3 

There {s no question of 
making a profit and Mr Hvup- 
kins's only reward is the satls- 
faction— Increasingly rare it 
scems, these days—of bringing 
people together in conditions of

Of Foreign Sovereign — 


Mr Percy Chen declared this morning that if the ‘courts enquired ‘ 
into a foreign sovereign’s claim for property, the sovereign might prefer to 
sacrifice his property, but might seek retaliation by requisitioning property 


belonging to subjects of the state to the jurisdiction of whose courts the 
sovereign had refused to submit. 


Mr Chen was continuing his argument on a motion 


to Mr Justice J.R, 


Gregg in the Supreme Court to set aside an action over some share scrips of the 
Union Insurance Society of Canton Ltd. and to release them from Court custody. 
He said that the action impleaded a foreign sovereign, the People’s Republic of 


China, who, ho said, claimed the scrips. 


jurisdictional immunity. 


Plaintiffs In the action are the 
Midland Investment Co., Ltd, 
of Room 601 Pedder Building. 
They are represented by Mr 
John McNeill QC and Mr Lesile 
Wright, instructed by Mr P, A. 
L. Vine of Deacons, 

Mr Chen and Mr Brook Ber- 
nacchi instructed by Mr H. L.

Subsequent to the filing of the 
claim, defendants had Ned oa 
motion to ask for an order that 
the writ be set aside on the 
ground that the Court had no 
jurisdiction to entertain the 
action ox it impleaded on the 
Sovereign State of China, and 
for an order that the share scrips 
placed in the custody of tho 
bailiff. of the Supreme Court 
under an order dated Septem- 
ber 1, 1955, bo reteased” to 
defendants, 


INDEPENDENCE 


Mr Chen said that the reason 
why sovereigns or sovereign 
states enjoyed jurisdictional im- 
munity was that the absolute 
independence of every sovercign 
was recognised. Therefgre courts 
treated such matters with the 
utmost care and used ‘their 
machinery to ascertain that the 
independent sovereign was not 
being called upon to sacrifice 
either his property or his in- 
dependence. 

The court could not enquire, 
by hearing contentious evidence, 
Into a soverelgn's declaration 
that certain property was in his 
possession, satd Mr Chen. The 
court could not cnquire by 
hearing evidence on one side or 
the other which was aimed at 
showing whether or not the
